Chairman Kniuht 
atatod the question dosnito the fact that 
several delegates tried to secure the 
lloor and n storm of ayes followed. The 
platform as reported was thus received 
without change as the declaration of 
principles of the Republican party.

Till PLATKOUM. 


The Republican party of the state of 


California in convention assembled at 
Sacramento on the Iflth day of Juno 
1304, as expressive of its views upon Urn 
political issues of the day, does hereby 
resolve: 
That wo reaffirm our devotion to and 


our belief in the principles enunciated 
in tlio Republican national platform 
adopted at Minncauolie in 1892, and 
again pronounce in favor of protection 
and reciprocity as expressed in the Mc- 
Kiuley tariff bill. 


We are in favor of equal and uniform 


taxation, and wo declare that all prop- 
erty shall bo taxed all its usual value, 
and that taxea thereon shall be fully 
paid, and immediately collected, and 
that all necessary laws slml! bo passed 
to that end.

We demand of congress tho 
retention of tbe present duty of 2j.< 
cents a pound on layer raisins, and tlio 
imposition of a protective duly on Zanto 
curranta and all other dried Crapes and 
fruits.

with the Chinese minister, to abrogate 
tbe eame. 


TO HKLIEVK THK KA1CMKII. 


We heartily endorse tbe proposition 


that tbe farmer of the nation, by whose 
labors the staple agricultural products 
of tbe country are brought to market, 
should receive a just measure of protec- 
tion for himself, his labor and his pro- 
ducts. Inasmuch as the price of these 
products is regulated by the amount 
paid for them in Ihe world's market 
centres, loss the cost of transportation 
from the place of producticn to auch 
centers, and as, owing to the great de- 
velopment of staple agricultural pro- 
ducts in the cheapest labor countries of 
tbe world, the prices realized uy our far- 
mers have been unremunerative, it is 
our duty to endeavour to change this 
Btato of affaire. Hence we approve ot 
the plan ,that the government of the 
United States should reduce th« cost of 
transporting these staple agricultural 
products from American seaports to 
foreign seaboards, to tbe end that Ibe 
price of these products should be ad- 
vanced ; and tor that purpose, inasmuch 
as an export can bo protected in no other 
manner, we announce in favor of the 
UEQ of a limited portion of the receipts 
of tbo United States customs for such 
purpose, and pledge our most earnest 
efforts to have this measure grafted 
upon tbe laws of the land, that ibe 
American protective epatcm shall bene-

Then General Hart of Sacramento, who 
entered tho convention on u proxy from 
Teliaum, came forward in behalf of 
Chipmun. 


Hart's speech was a bitter tirade 


against boBBisrn. He did not refer in 
name to any nerson ae a boss, but his 
references were well understood. He 
waa finally interrupted by George A. 
Knight, who was still on the floor, who 
started to state his point of order. Then 
pandemonium broke loose. The crowd 
resented his action in stopping Hart's 
arraignment. 
The chair rapped loud 


for order, but the uproar increased. 
Knight raised his fist threateningly and 
roared out the question if ho hud the 
floor. The chair nodded and Knight 
started to drown out the confusion Dy 
his trumpet voice. 
He failed. 
He 


stood no show against the thousand or 
more howling friends of Hart. Knight 
got mad. He jumped on a chair and de- 
manded the floor, but the crowd roured 
again. Knight opened his mouth and 
dished out his defiance, but his lan- 
guage was lost in the whirlwind. The 
crowd, or that part of it which had thus 
taken possession of the convention with 
their voices, was clearly against the San 
Frunciuco man and wanted Hurt to pro- 
ceed. 


The chairman was powerless to quell 


the tumult. Knight could stand it no 
longer. He rushed forward, jumped on 
the platform, seized the gavel and finally 
restored order. Then Tie told Hart to 
proceed und speak to thy question. 
Hart went on in the same vein for a few 
minutes, and then introduced Chip- 
man in his remarks, highly eulogizing 
him us a statesman and u lawyer, sol- 
dier and citizen. Hart was loudly 
cheered as he closed. In nominating 
General 
Ohipman, 
General 
Hurt 


said: "No political boss over lived who 
could put a collar on my neck and lead 
me by tho string. I ask you to listen 
to the murmuring protests of the peo- 
ple. 1 hope no man is so powerful as to 
compel this convention to do what the 
icopie protest against. I hope you 
TOIU the country will tell San Francisco 
and Sacramento that political bosses 
cannot grind us down in the dust of 
degradation. I ask you to join us in 
endeavoring to show that if Morris M, 
J'jBtcu in supported by that power we 
can nominate some one not BO Blip- 
ported." 


Chairman Knight, who waa on the 


floor, here culled the speaker to order 
and u scene of great confusicn and up- 
roar ensued. When Hart was finally 
allowed to proceed ho continued; "ThiH 
is the linst time in a political convention 
1 have ever seen an attempt to throttle 
honest debate when u speaker is at- 
tempting to give reasons why gentle- 
men should or should not bo influenced 
to act in certain ways. I propose to go 
on with the consent of this convention. 
In u Republican convention there should 
be no place for tho exercise of power of 
political hosecB und no room for mich 
men to influence representatives or mis- 
reprcBcntulives of tlie people." 


The nomination was seconded 
by 


Spencer of l.useen. Short of Fresno 
nominated McDonald, thy "Good Gray 
Sage of Stanislaus," in an excellant 
speech. There were one or two seconds 
and Block of San Muteo named Edward 
V. 1'reeton. He was pwonded by W. S. 
ISarncs of San Francisco. 


The convention was clearly impatient 


to vote and when u delegate moved that 
nominations close the motion was car- 
ried with a hurrah. Tho chair immo- 
liately ordered a roll call and the secre- 
tary asked for Alameda's vote. A pro- 
longed cheer followed the announcement 
that it cast sixty solid votes for JCstec. 
Alpine gave two and Amador eight for 
the man from Nana with one for Chip* 
man. 


As the roll call slowly proceeded it. 


was evident 
ICstce would have 
no 


trouble in winning. Another delay and 
some merriment followed when Los An- 
geles asked to he polled. There were 
one or two other delegations which were 
similarly inharmonious. 
Finally San 


Francisco wns reached and when the 
votes of the several districts were un- 
nounced a wild cheer arose and Estee 
was nominated. 
When the roll was 


completed the result waa Kstee (ill), 
Chipmau 87, McDonald 70, Preston 18.
